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The immediate effect of the present 
dry season is a shortage of pasture. 
In the dairying districts this has been 
folowed by a reduction in the output 
jot butter and cheese But it is in the 
beef producing sections of the prov- 
ince that the effect of the dry weather 
is most keenly felt. Unlike the dairy- 
man, the rancher seldom sinks wells 
in order to secure a water supply, but 
relies largely upon springs, creeks, 
and lakes. Many of these, nowever, 
have gone dry, and as a consequence 
range cattle in many parts of Alberta 
are suffering from a searcity of water 
as well as feed. In order to relieve 
the ranges shipments have already be- 
gun but the cattle are not yet fit for 
export, so they have to be sold locai- 
ly as butchers’ cattle, with the result 
that the market for this kind of stuff 
is somewhat demoralized.
